Street, on Tues¬ 
day, April 8, 1997, at seven o’clock in the forenoon to act 
on the following articles of this Warrant: 

Article 1. To choose the following officers: 

Two (2) Selectmen for three (3) years. 

Two (2) School Committee members for three (3) 
years. 

Two (2) Trustees of the Stoneham Public Library for 
three (3) years. 

One (1) Trustee of the Stoneham Public Library for 
one (1) year. 

Three (3) Constables for three (3) years. 

One Board of Assessors member for three (3) years. 

One (1) Board of Health member for three (3) years. 

One (1) Moderator for two (2) years. 

One (1) Planning Board member for five (5) years. 

Question (1) 

Shall the town vote to accept the provisions of sec¬ 
tion thirteen of chapter two hundred and fifty-eight of the 
General Laws which provides that the town shall indem¬ 
nify and save harmless municipal officers, elected or ap¬ 
pointed, from personal financial loss and expense includ¬ 
ing reasonable legal fees and costs, if any, in an amount 
not to exceed one million dollars, arising out of any claim, 
demand, suit or judgment by reason of any act or omis¬ 
sion, except intentional violation of civil rights of any per¬ 
son under any law, if the official at the time of such act or 
omission was acting within the scope of his duties or em¬ 
ployment? 
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All on one ballot. 

The polls for the annual Town Election shall be closet 
at eight o’clock in the evening. 

For consideration of the following articles, the meet 
ing shall be adjourned to meet in the Town Hall at 7:3( 
o’clock in the evening on Monday, May 5, 1997, in accor 
dance with provisions of Article 1, Section 2-3 of the By¬ 
laws of the Town of Stoneham. 

Agreeable to the warrant signed by the Selectmer 
on March 12,1997 the inhabitants of the Town of Stoneharr 
qualified to vote in elections and affairs met in the Stoneharr 
Town Hall on Monday, May 5, 1997 at 7:40 P.M. in the 
evening. 

Tellers were appointed to check the names of voters 
entering the Town Hall and the check list showed 348 vot¬ 
ers attended the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Michael Rotondi, and the warrant was read. 

The invocation was given by Reverend William 
Schmidt. 

Article 2. To choose ail other necessary Town offic¬ 
ers for the ensuing year in such a manner as the Town 
may determine.

Article 2. VOThD that the Board of Selectmen be 
authorized to choose ail other necessary Town officers for 
the ensuing year in such a manner as the Town may deter¬ 
mine.

Article 3. To hear the reports of Town officers and 
committees and to act thereon and to choose committees. 

Board of Selectmen 

Article 3, VO S ED that the reports of town officers 
and committees, as printed in the Annual Town Report for 
1996 be accepted. Cameron Bain of the Railroad Land
